Establishment of Fees and Deposits

The City Council shall establish by resolution a schedule of fees and deposits for
processing applications fdevelopmenin the City. Fees and deposits shall be

reviewed and adjusted periodically to ensure full cost recovery for the services
provided. Fixed charges may be established to cover portions of the City's costs. The
City Clerk shall maintain a schedule of current fees and deposits.

Processing fees or deposits for Conditional Use Permits and Neighborhood
Development Permits are waived for nonprofit institutions or organizations
whose primary purpose is the promotion of public health and welfare and who
have qualified for federal tax benefits. This waiver does not apply to
institutions or organizations in circumstances in which the City is precluded by
the California Constitution from making a gift of City funds.
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(©) If the City Manager determines that project delays have been caused solely by
the actions of City agencies, the City Manager may, under the authority
granted by the City Council, waive any portion of the fees or deposits.
